| All State Railway’and Public Ser.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The itn- 
terstate commerce commission. took 
its first step today toward breaking 
the freight blockade. ; 

Telegraphic appeals were sent to | 
all state railway and public service 
commissions urging them to join 
hands with the government in lifting 
the burden, while the commission's 
force of inspectors was put to work 
to help get accurate data respecting 
conditions at critical points. Prac- 
tically all of the several hundred in- 
spectors were assigned to aid in sur- 
veying traffic conditions at important 
gateways where the flow of freight 
traffic was clogged.

WITH TWILIGHT ORGAN RECITAL BY 
H. A. FRICKER, '20 ALBERTA MUSICAL 
FESTIVAL HAS BEEN SET IN MOTION 


With the twilight organ recital giv- 
en Monday afternoon in McDougall 
auditorium, by Herbert A. Fricker, the 


Alberta Musical Festival for 1920, 
was ¢o all intents eet in motion, 
though competitions do not commence 
until Tuesday at 9 a.m. 

Mr. Fricker arrived in Edmonton, 
with a great reputation to live up to. 
A Master of Arts, a Mus. Bac., a Fel- 
tow of ithe Royal College of Organists, 
and last and most important the con- 
ductor of the peerless Mendelssohn 
choir of Toronto, the crowd attended 
his recital expected much, and were 
certainly not disappointed. 

Quite obdously, Mr. Fricker was not 
completely at home with the organ. 
Just what its drawbacks were, as 
seen by the player, were not appar- 
ent, but it was evident that he knew 
How- 
ever, Mr. Fricker was one of but a 
very few who knew it. 

Mr. Fricker is a master of hig in- 
strument. One of the chief com- 
paints against the organ is that it is 
incapable of any great variety in ite 
expression. This contention may he 
true in many instances, but in the 
hands of such an artist ag Mr. Frick- 
er, ‘the organ js capable of much ex- 
press.on, as was proved by this play- 
ing of the prelude to Lohengrin. This 
wae particularly noticeable at the 
opening, where if begins softly with 
the violins in the highest octave, and 
at the conclusion where, after a grand 
fortissimo, the music ascends, the 
wh,le gradually diminishing in volume 
until it dies away, 

Mr. Frickers performance of his 


own concert overture jn C minor, 
brought out the beauty of the open- 
tng thematic material in fine style, 
but was not 60 happy ae the piece pro- 
Gressed, untill the end where the two 
principal themes recurr and were 
@iven an admirable endihg. 

Possibly the finest, and nfost im- 
pressive performance was that of 
Bach's prelude and fugue dn D major. 
In this, Mr. Fricker appeared to be 
in his element and thoroughly enjoy- 
Ing the performance himself. This 
composition has been heard here fre- 
quently, but never has it been given 
the same masterly rendition as that 
of Mr. Fricker's. 

Kjerulf's Lullaby and J. H. Roger's 
Intermezzo, two light numbers pre- 
sented an opportunity for a delicate 


Fricker took full advantage. 

Liszt's Legend of St. Francie D'As- 
sisse, an Old French Gavotte and 
Dvorak’s overture “Canmeval,” Op. 
932, completed Mr. Fricker's program. 

The most prominent features of Mr. 
Fricker's rec.tal were the faultless in- 
tenpretation he gave the works pre- 
sented; his really unique and beauti- 
ful expresaive tone, and his command 
of the instrument in the playing of 
massive chords. At the conclusion 
of the recital, Mr, Fricker was accord- 
ed a tremendous, whole-hearted ova- 
tion for his excellent rec.tal, 

Aasisting at the recital wore Messre. 
W. J. Hendra and R.-*L. Bateman, 
who Joined forces in rendering Ser- 
geante “Watchman! What of the 
Night?" Both gentlemen were in 
good form and gave a very pleasing 
performance of this favorite song,

the Canadian war mission and repre+ 
sentation at Washington had been 
passed on April 1, last. 
Mr. Fielding: “A suitable day,” 
Ernest LaPointe saw no reason why

by the Canadian representative when 
he was acting during the absence of 
the British ambassador. To this Jat 
er question Sir Robert Borden replied 
that the responsibility would be pre 
cisely the same for the one as the 
other, ° 
Living in Fool's Paradise 

Sir George Foster insisted that no 
government revealed = international 
negotiations while they were in pro- 
gress. He gave jilustrations to 
prove this. He said that when the 
Canadian representative was acting 
for the Brit.sh government he would 
take his instructions from that gov- 
ernment but when represo:nting Can- 
ada he would take his instructions 
trom the Canadian government. 

Hon. Rudolphe Lemieux declared 
that the government was living in a 
fool's paradise, Vive years ago it 
had been given a mandate and now 
that the glamor of war was past, it 
sought to continue in the old channels. 

Tribute to British Ambassadors 

Sir. Robert Borden paid a tribute 
to the generous efforts of every Brit- 
ish ambassador to the United States 
he knew in the Matter of Canadia: 
interests but Lord Bryce had told 
him that three-fourths of the work 
done by the British embassy con- 
cerned Canadian interests, And the 
staffs of the British emiagsy were nut 
chosen with reference to Their know- 
ledge of Canadaian affairs He had 
felt for a long time that Canada 
should have its minister in Wash ng 
ton and he knew that Sir. Wilfrid 
Laurier had the same thing in mind 
in the last years of hig administra- 
tion and in the proposals he made to 
that end. 

Hor. Mr. File'ding sharply denied 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier had ever 
made proposait #s prime minister of 
that kind and Sir Robert said he un- 
derstood that on a previous occasion 
Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux had convey

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Financing The Farmer. 


The provincial treasurer reports 
‘that the province has become re- 
sponsible for about three and 
three-quarter millions of dollars 
for seed grain advanced by muni- 
cipalities to farmers in.the present 
and past seasons, and has directly 
advanced seed to farmers in unor- 
ganizéd districts to the extent of 
three-quarters of a million more. 
That is a total obligation of four 
and a half millions for which the 

rovince stands ultimately liable, 
incurred on account of seed grain 
loans. In the matter of helping 
farmers to get seed to sow, when 
unfavorable conditions prevented 
them helping themselves, it cannot 
be claimed that the Government 
and the Legislature have been oth- 
er than generous. 

Generous not only to the farm- 
ers, but to the people of the pro- 
vinee generally, Loaning seed, or 
the price of it, to a farmer who 
has none at seeding time, and no 
means of getting it, is undoubtedly 
a favor to him and his family, Had 
this not been done, and done on a 
pretty large scale during the last 


three or four sprifigs, some thous- 
ands of farme rim-all prob- 
ability have ‘‘ gone broke,’’ had to 


abandon their holdings and suffer- 
ed the loss of the accumulated sav- 
ings of years. 

But the favor conferred upon 
the farmer is none the less a favor 
also conferred upon every person 
whose interests are dependent 
upon the farmer’s prosprity, and 
in this province practically every 
one is included in that catalogue. 
Farming is the basic industry in 
the province. It is the one which 
makes all others possible; it can- 
not prosper without creating the 
opportunity for prosperous busi- 
ness along every line; cannot lan- 
guish without bringing hard times 
in the towns and cities also. In 


helping the farmer who because of | 


adverse conditions found himself 


withoht seed for his cultivable | 


land the Governnrent has helped 
also to prevent loss and perhaps 
disaster falling upon the business 
community. 

It is a misfortune that a large 
part. of the loans made in previous 
years are as yet unpaid. But it 
is more of a misfortune to the 
farmers concerned than to any 
other class, and not in any seos¢ 
a condition of their choosing. The 
advances made were not gifts, but 
loans. They have to be 
and until they are repaid interest 
has to be paid on them. The soon- 
er they are cleared off therefore 
the better for the parties concern- 
ed. Had crop returns last year 
and the year before been satisfact- 
ory no doubt most of these loans 
would have been repaid. But 
farmers who could not supply 
themselves with seed two years 
ago and whose crops were disap- 
pointing both that year and last 
year were certainly in no position 
pee fall to be called upon to liqui- 

ate, 


It will be remarkable if, with| 


the most favoring conditions this 
summer and the best in'ten'tion 
in the world, a large part of these 
loans do not have to be carried for- 
ward to another year. Ina large 
part of the province the farmers 
have sustained three bad years, 
What three successive. crop fail- 
ures, or partial failures, mean to 
men with limited resources can 
only be known to those who have 
gone through the experience, That 
one crop, however good, can put 
them again even with the world 
and in position to finance their af- 
fairs without help is not reason- 
able to suppose. While itis de- 
sirable that such matters be wiped 
off the slate as soon as it can be 
done, there should be neither sur- 
prise nor dissatisfaction if it is 
found at the end of the present 
year that a considerable percent- 
age of the four and a half millions 
have to still be carried as a public 
liability. 

The security for. these loans is 
the best that*could be had. [f the 


repaid, | 


farms and the rural municipalities 
were not good for any reasonable 
amount of credit, nothing in the 
province could be. So far as the 
province is concerned its credit is 
made intrinsically better, not 
worse, by loans of seed grain 
when and where the circumstances 
require. 

t is true that in loaning seed 
grain to a farmer an added en- 


so| cumbrance is placed upon him and 


his land. But it is a encum- 
brance that has to be added if 
those already exi8ting are to be 


| validated; and-if the farmer is to 


be kept in business and the general 
interests sustained through his 
operations. Financing the farmer 
through a period of, hard luck is 
also financing the public out of the 
consequences that would follow if 
he were left to struggle lone- 
handed with adversity. The people 
in the cities and towns are really 
as vitally concerned_in the policy 
of helping the farmer—that is in- 
volved in the extension of seed 
grain advances, the ‘‘cow bill’’ and 
the farm loans scheme—as it the 
man on the land. Their interests 
are inter-lovked with his, and if he 
‘‘gone under’’ they too must suff- 
er. 

Four and a half million dollars 
is a large arnount of money. But 
it has gone to the support of’a 
goqd cause, has been put-into re- 
productive use by the men whose 
operations are the support of the 
whole economic and social struc- 
ture. Should it be necessary the 
people of the Province ‘should 
stand unanimously for advancing 
as much more. We must ‘‘see the 
farmer through,’’ however heavily 
it may involve the public treasury. 


The Limit. 

One farmer at Hamilton, Ont., 
probably established a new record 
when he charged eighty cents per 
dozen for potatoes. It is to be 
hoped the record will stand for a 
long time. If it doesn’t there will 
be a famine in the land, either as 
the cause of it or as the result of it. 


Without Government. 


Conditions in Ireland must be 
getting toward the stage where 
people of all shades of opinion will 
be driven to agree on one point; 
that it is necessary to set up some 
sort of governmental authority. At 
present there appears to be none; 
and the conditions must be intoler- 
able to people who wish to have 
some.minimum. of security. for 
their lives and property.

Supplementing the activities of 
the courts in the western and the 
maritime provinces, Parliament 
has been passing divorce bills at 
| the rate of one per minute. For the

The New Wheat Price. 


If the knowledge that the world 
is short of wheat--and likely to be 
—was not sufficient inducement to 
the farmers, the wheat board has 
offered them encouragement to 
sow wheat by increasing the fixed 
price thirty-five cents per bushel. 
To what extent that will increase 
jthe acreage will not be discover- 
able; but the influence must operate 
in that direction. It would have 
operated more powerfully had the 
increase been made a month or 
two earlier, and stil! more power- 
\fully had the price been raised 
from time to time so as to keep it 
on a par with the price prevailing 
jin ‘the United States. The fact that 
after seeding has started, and 
when many farmers cannot in- 
crease their wheat acreage if they 
| would like to do so, the price is 
brought up to the U. S. level will 
jhardly off-set the fact that 
| through the preceding months it 
|has lagged far behind the price 
south of the line, nor that a part 
|even of the price at which he sold 
|has been withheld from the farmer 
| until August. Most of last year’s 
wheat has passed out of the farm- 
er’s possession, and even should 
| the increase eventually affect grain 
sold by the farmers during the last 
three months and now held in the 
elevators ,the farmers are deprived 
of the use of this extra thirty-five 
cents per bushel at the time when 
its use was most necessary to them 
and the country. 

Nothing ‘has been given out to 
account for the sudden resolution 
‘of the board to bring the price up 
to the U. S. level at this time, after 
\refusing to do so throughout the 
year. The reason may be that the 
| board took orders in Europe last 
\fall at ‘‘low’’ prices which it had 
to fill either at the farmer’s ex- 
pense by keeping down the price, 
or at the expense of the general 
|taxpayer by raising the price and 
calling on the Government to make 
up the deficit.

The village of Chernhill, Alta, is 
made up of two blocks of 23 lots each, 


with lane crossways at the end of each 
block and down the centre of other 
two.

There are 
two avenues, Railway, running paral- 
lel with the track, and First avenue 
some 250 feet further north The 
street west of the leading one is 
known as First street west and that 
on the other side us First street east 
Main .atreet is 80 ft and the other 
roadways 66 ft. Main street runs from 
the track northward, though the 
greater number of the business places 
fre on Railway avenue, parallel with 
the track, that of McKibbin & Mc- 
Bride being at the corner nearest the 
station. At the north ‘west end of tho 
village plot is a square 322 x 270, with 
First street on the west side. This is 
marked “reserved for the Public 
Works Dept.” Just what the railway 
company, in plotting the townsite] 
meant by this, is not definitely known, 
but is taken that it was for public use 
and is ao being treated. 


The atation is in front of the main 
street and on the north side of the 
track, there being no plotting on the 
south gide. The section house is to the| 
west of the station, There is no agent} 
and no telegraph connection. There} 
is a railway telephone at the section 
man’s house and the government line 
iy expected to be built this summer, 

A school building ig likely to be 
built this geason, the school at present 
being held in temporary quarters. ‘The 
district is known as the South Cher- 
hil] District No. 3913, ag distinct from 
the old Cherhilf district which is north 
about.three miles. sh 

A community of interest prevails 
around Cherhill. There are over 26 
Cow Bill agsociations and Supervisor 
McDonald reports them ag doing very 
well considering the adverse condi- 
tions prevailing during the late win- 
ter, Somo of them are doing exceed- 
ingly well and have handled obliga- 
tions In a fine manner. Owing to the 
shortness of feed the animals are not 
in prime condition, but thev are not 
by any means in dire straights, It is 
expected that the effects of the Cow 
Bill will show much to the good before 
very long, especially as the young 
stock begins to show up. There is a 
Percheron horse association in the 
district, with Cherhill as the. head- 


bred stallions and are doing consider- 
able for the community in the breed- 
ing of better stock. 

Cherhill is quite a trade centre. One} 
of the village merchants has paid out 
in one afternoon $4,000 in cash for 
hogs, brought in from the north, pay- 
ing therefor within $1 per hundred 
of the Edmonton price. During the 
;Same time he sold over $3,000 worth 
of goods to the indiy'duals from whom 
the stock whts procured, The whole 
transaction, both ways, was in cash 
and the business was beyond that ot 
the regular line of local trade. 

Ties and posts of different kinds are 
shipped from Cherhill in large num- 
bers, One hundred car!oads of fence 
posts, mine props and cordwood, and 
20 carloads of hogs and cattle and half 
a dozen of grain were shipped out last 
year, all requirements as to freight ac- 
|commodation being met by the rail- 
way. This was all handled without an 
agent. Quantities of cream are shipped 
out by each train to different cream- 
eries, and also butter and eggs.
